BERGER JOINS IN ATTACK 





‘Effort to Be Made, It Is Said, to 
Extend Inquiry to Wood’s 
Cuban Administration. 





By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—A congres- 
gional investigation of the War Depart- 
ment, probably by a House committee, 
appeared today to be a certain outcome 
‘ef the Ainsworth-Wood line and staff 
controversy which resulted yesterday in 
the relief of Adjutant-General Fred C. 
Ainsworth from office. 
Friends of _ Gen. Ainsworth in the 
House were said today to be preparing 
the resolution of investigation, and it 
was said that an effort would be made 
to have the scope of the inquiry so 
widened as to include an inquiry into 
the administration of affairs in Cuba 
at the time Gen. Leonard Wood, now 
chief of staff of the army, was military 
governor of the island. 
Judge-Advocate Gen. Crowder was 
busy today preparing the charges on 
which Gen. Ainsworth will be tried by 
courtmartial. 
Meantime the House of Representa- 
tives took a hand in War Department 
affairs by adopting an amendment to the 
army appropriation bill consolidating the 
offices of chief of staff, adjutant-gen- 
eral and inspector-general into,a single 
bureau of the general staff. 

Berger Attacks Standing Army, 
The chief of staff would be the su- 
preme and directing head, with the 
adjutant-general and inspector-general 
members of the staff. 
Representative Berger of Wisconsin, 
Socialist, attacked the policy of an ex- 
tensive standing army, declaring it to 
be a “standing preparation for war.’’ 
He insisted the United States needs no 
standing army for purposes of defense.

Mexico in case of an attack. If the

SPOKE ONLY OF ‘RUMORS 





Has No Evidence Against Mayor 
in Bridge»Deals and Declares 
He Was Misquoted. 





The Rev. W. W. Boyd, president of 
the People’s League, in an interview 
Friday, alleges that Circuit Attorney 


Jones revealed secrets of the grand jury

Boyd was summoned to explain asser- 
tions which he had made at a meeting 
of the People’s League.

Jones Out of the City. 
‘In announcing that he had summoned 
me, Circuit Attorney Jones gave out a 
statement as to what took place in the 
grand jury room when I Was a witness 
there several months ago,’’ said Dr. 
Boyd. “It was made to appear that 
when 1 went before the grand jury I 
ailed to substantiate statements which 
l had made in a- speech. 
“The law binds the Circuit Attorney 
to secrecy just as strongly as it binds 
the witnesses and tne members of the 
grand jury.” 
Circuit Attorney Jones is out of the 
city. In an interview Wednesday after- 
noon he denied that he had revealed 
anvthing which occurred when. Dr. Boyd 
wads before the grand jury last Novem- 
ber. He added that aside from the 
grand jury inquiry he had investigated 
Dr. Boyd’s charges and found no evi- 
dence of payroll padding. 
Talked About Romors., 
Dr. Boyd, Friday, also denied that he 
was correctly quoted as saying that he 
had traced real estate speculation to 
Mayor Kreismann’s door. 
“IT was merely talking about rumors,”’ 
he said. ‘‘Here are the exact words I 
used in my speech. I said: ‘You may 
have heard rumors that Mr. Gerhart’s 
deep interest in the northeast approach 
to the free bridge has its roots in real 
estate speculation on the East Side. The 
Mayor reported as saying there is 
too much speculation connected with the 
eastern approach, but the only rumors 
concerning real estate speculation I

Elimination of Traffic Danger 
Admitted to Be Tied Up in 
Factional Wrangle. 





PLANS ARE SUBMITTED 





Preliminary Outline of Depres- 
sion Work Given to Public 
Improvements Head. 


A preliminary outline of plans for the 
elimination of the Wabash tailroad 
grade crossings near Forest Park by 
depressing the tracks has been _ sub- 
mitted.to President Maxime Reber of 
the Board of Public Improvements. En- 
gineers of the city ana of the railroad 
have been working together several days 
in an effort to formulate a practical plan 
of doing away with the surface cross- 
ings. 
Reber was in conference with the en- 
gineers almost all afternoon, Thursday, 
discussing the details of the plans sub- 
mitted. The elimination of the crossings 
by an overhead structure has been aban- 
doned for the present, and an attempt is 
being made to determine if the depressed 
plan is feasible. No definite decision was 
reached at Thursday’s meeting. 
Receivers W. Bixby and. E. B. 
Pryor of the Wabash have expressed 
their willingness to recommend tlhe adop- 
tion of a scheme to depress the tracks 
if the engineering departments of the 
road and the city can agree on prac- 
tical plans, provided the city will assume 
the consequential damages. These dam- 
ages have been estimated at about $70,000 
by Reber. 

Delay in Action Likely. 
As soon as the preliminary outline is 
completed and is declared practical by 
the engineers, another conference will be 
held by KHReber, the of the 
Wabash and the railroad committees of 
the Council and House of Delegates. 
The postponement of the get-together 
banquet of the Municipal Assembly, 
Mayor and city officials may result in 
delaying action on the grade crossing

The announced purpose of the 
banquet was to bring about a settle- 


ment of the factional political quarrels

It is said that he and Delancey Nicoll, 
who is a recognized attorney for the 
Schiffs, and at present is the attorney 
of Howard Gans, the Schiff lawyer 
about whom the tempest is raging, had 
a long conference in this city with Gov. 
Dix the day refused to com- 
mute Brandt’s prison sentence. What 
the of calling Murphy is not 
clear, unless it be to uphold the charge 
that a conspiracy existed to have Brandt 
sent to prison and kept there. 

Folke E. Brandt will be taken 
fore the grand jury by District Attorney 
Whitman, that he may to 
answer directly the many questions the 
jurors wish to ask. He will be asked 
to tell his whole story from the day he 
came to this country from Sweden until, 
two later, he sentenced for 
almost a life term after pleading to first 
devree burglary in the house of Morti- 
mer L. Schiff, the millionaire who em- 
ployed him as valet. 

What the grand jury wishes particu- 
to know is the Brandt had 
his belief that “‘evervthing was all 
right,’’ which he continually repeated to 
his counsel and to those he met in the 
prison. 

The investigation being made by Whit- 
man into the charge that the prisoner 
was “‘railroaded”’ as the result of a con- 
spiracy is getting results. Piece by 
piece the fabric of the case against the 
man is being torn away and the inner 
workings, which show a deliberate ef- 
fort to have him given the maximum 
penalty, is being exposed. 
Howard S. Gans, for Schiff, 
who played a big part in the prosecution 
of Brandt, has renewed for the third 
or fourth time, his application to be 
permitted to go before the grand jury. 
So did Client, Schiff. The request 
made by De Lancey Nicoll.  Al- 
though it is known Nicoll did not gain 
his point, he and his client have by no 
means abandoned their effort to get be- 
fore the grand jury.

‘‘CRIME WAVES’’ AND SYSTEM. 

In the language of pickpockets, burglars and 
other professional criminals who travel in gangs 
from city to city, “an open town” has an exact 
meaning, which may not be exactly understood 
by the public. 

They may be arrested as often when the town 
is “open” as when it is closed. Or they may be 
arrested oftener. But during the “open season” 
in any city, the managers of the straw bail busi- 
ness, the residents of seeming respectability who 
buy and sell stolen goods, the managers of the 
whole organized system of the slums, which con- 
nects with the “machine” in politics, know that 
the “machine” is at work. A nod and a wink 
from a ward boss may be enough to spread as 
far as New York and San Francisco the news that 
St. Louis is “open.” Or a shake of the head in 
St. Louis may be translated into the code-phrase, 
“Nothin’ doin’,” for transmission East and West 
in the same way. 

“Crime waves” do not occur by accident. If 
the Chief of Police of St. Louis has not studied 
these causes before beginning to deal with them, 
one of his first and most necessary lessons may 
be in learning whose nod means that the town 
is “open” or “closed.”

MATAAFA. 

A scant line in the day's news brings word that 
Mataafa is dead. As the principal figure in the 
acquisition of our first insular possessions, the old 
Samoan chief's passing merits more than casual 
notice, And as a familiar dweller in the pages of 
Robert Louis Stevenson's “A Footnote to History” 
he will bring back to the minds of Stevenson’s 
legion of admirers a historic and _ hard-fought 
struggle. 

When Tamasese, backed by German influence, 
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favorite, for the chieftainship of Samoa, in 1887 
and 1888, the Germans captured Malietoa and de- 
ported him. Mataafa took up the fight, but, after 
the Berlin conference in 1889, Malietoa became 
chief by consent of the three powers concerned, 
and Mataafa retired to private life. When Malietoa 
died, in 1898, and was succeeded by Malietoa Tanu, 
old Mataafa, supported by the Germans, tried to 
seize the throne, making Mer on the Americans 
and British. 

A joint commission in 1900 divided the islands, 
the United States obtaining six of the largest, 
among them Tutuila. where is the famous harbor 
of Pango Pango, now regarded as one of the stra. 
tegic points upon which our navy depends in time 
of war. 

When Robert Louis Stevenson came to Vailima 
in 1900, he found Mataafa, subjugated, but still re- 
bellious, a gallant savage who excited his sym-

son's protest to the London Times that caused 


the government of German Samoa, and Mataafa's 
troubles are believed to have hastened the death 
Of the sympathetic author.

EQUITIES IN CONVICT EARNINGS. 

Speaking from the practical side of law-en- 
forcement and crime-suppression, Judge James E. 
Withrow of the St. Louis Circuit bench argues 
strongly for placing at the disposal of convicts 
and convicts’ families some part of their earnings 
while at “hard labor.” 

Lack of employment being one of the chief fac- 
tors in inducing crime, our present way of dealing 
with it is to send the detected offender to prison. 
We fail to provide any otner recourse except beg- 
ging for the jobless man. 

But the solution of his hard problem is only de- 
ferred by locking him up. Returning from con- 
firement practically penniless, he has to renew 
his search for work under stigma, after having 
suffered loss of self-confidence as well as of self- 
respect. Unquestionably tne explanation of the 
“crime wave” in St. Louis and other cities during 
recent wee... is the unusual number of men out 
o* work. | 

If a man has others dependent upon him, the 
may be lett to confront his own cruel alternatives 
in expedients when he is forced to mendicancy, 
tc. erime, to prison. Thus under some circum- 
stances the punishment inflicted for the suppres- 
sion of crime sets in operation an endless chain 
(unt actually multiplies the volume of crime. 

When employment will remove th2 temptation 
to crime, the most practical way of encouraging 
abstention from crime is to help the unemployed 
to work. in those cases in which punishment be- 
comes unavoidable, why should not some portion 
ci what the offender earns be devoted to the sup- 
port of his innocent family or, if he is single, to 
giving him a new start? 

The “involuntary servitude” of the codes will 
not be less of a pu -ishment, if its proceeds after 
his keep is paid for be given to the convict and 
his dependent ones. 
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A Denver court upholds a man’s right, under 
certain provocation, to cuss. Since Colorado is 
an equal suffrage State, this establishes another 
precedent for enlarging the rights of woman. 
SPEAKING OF CAESARS. 

The New York State Bar Association held a 
banquet the other day. The guest of honor was 
William Howard Taft, who seeks a renomination 
fu the presidency of the United States, and whose 
friends advocate him as opposed to the so-called 
Roosevelt imperialism, denouncing Roosevelt as a 
dangerous man, a dictator, who would usurp to 
himself all functions and powers of government. 
Here is what Mr. Taft said to the lawyers: 

There are those who do not believe that all 
peaple are fitted for popular government. 
The fact is we know they are not. Some of 
us i|don’t dare say so, but ido * * * We 
are called upon now, we of the bar, to say 
whether we are going to protect the institu- 
tion of the judiciary and continue it inde- 
pendent of the majority or of all the people, 
What the Taft supporters charge against Col. 
Roosevelt is true. But what they say of Roose- 
velt seems to apply to Taft as aptly as to Roose- 
velt. Wholly apart from the question of the re- 
call of judges, Mr. Taft’s statement to the Bar As- 
sociation of New York is Toryism in the superla- 
tive degree. 

No man who holds that the people of the United 
States are not fitted for self-government would be 
admitted to. maturalized citizenship in this country. 
The man ewhto, born to citizenship, declares such 
medieval beliefs, does not invite the confidence 
of the American people. The independent ju- 
diciary can be defended with sounder arguments 
than this.

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MEDICAL TYRANNY IN NAVY. 
Resistance to the advice and instructions of 
medical officers in the army or navy is construed 
as insubordination as serious as resistance to the 
orders of other commissioned officers. Because 
they refused to submit themselves to the new anti- 
typhoid inoculation, a number of the crew of the 
battleship Vermont, in Cuban waters, are being 
punished as virtual mutineers. 

There was a time when disobedience to the 

orders of a chaplain involved as grave conse- 
quences to members of organized military forces. 
Army and navy policies which make mutineers of 
faithful men with intelligence and individuality 
enough to object to the introduction of noisome, 
poisonous substances into healthy bodies cannot 
command popular approval. 
If vaccination for various diseases were pre- 
scribed a condition at the time of enlistment, 
the men would have the option of consenting to 
it or declining to enter the service. To impose 
after enlistment vaccination on men in violation 
of their will and judgment is a misuse of military 
authority. It cannot be justified on the ground of 
necessity in the absence of an epidemic. So far 
as typhoid is concerned, it can be combatted in 
entirely unobjectionable ways through sanitation.

Already statesmen, 
kings, singers and actors have given their voices 
to future generations. No great event today goes 
unrecorded by the moving film. The coronation, 
the Durbar, the signing of Arizona’s statehood 
papers are all preserved ia moving pictures. 

The Modern Historic Records Association’s plan 
t? preserve important records of moving, speaking 
history for generations unborn is worthy of hearty 
support. It should not fail to be indorsed by the 
State of Missouri, and might be adopted with ad- 
vantage by St. Louis for matters of more purely 
local interest.

‘Currency Movements for the 
Week Indicate Decrease of 


Over $2,000,000. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb, 16.—The Even- 
ing Post, in its copyrighted financial 
‘review today, Says: 

“The movement of prices in today’s 
stock market was continuously 
heavy. Trading was about as per- 
functory as it has peen on previous 
days, and except for the rather free 


offerings of the speculative issues on 


the afternoon decline, there was little 
activity to ‘speak of. 

“The market was an uninteresting 
affair from start to finish, and even 
in the unusually active issues the 
dealings were unimportant. 

“After opening at yesterday’s 
level there was a moderate decline 
which did not, however, assume im- 
portant dimensions until about 1:30 
o'clock, The selling, which began 
then was general throughout the 
list, with losses of from 1 to 1% 
points in many of the active shares. 

Steel Shares Are Weak. 

“The United States. steel shares 
received some support around 59%, 
and with Reading and Union Pacific 
were fairly well taken near the low 
level of the day. 

“In ‘the last hour the market be- 
came extremely dull, with business 
in general at the smallest volume of 
the day just before the close. 

“There was no initiative. to the 
trading, and even the professional 
operators appeared content to let the 
market take its own course without 
attempting any movements on their 
own account. 

“The closing was generally weak, 
with most of the standard stocks 
selling near the low level of the day. 
The European markets were about 
as listlesg as was our own. 

More New Note Issues. 

“A number of new short-term 
loans were under discussion, and it 
was evident that the bankers would 
have plenty of chances to finance 
such issues if they were disposed to 
take them up. 

“The inquiry from investors was 
largely confined to these securities, 
and while no large loans were an- 
nounced, there were indications that 
some new note issues by industrial 
corporations would be brought out 
next week. 

“The fact that the London banks 
had apparently bid a higher price 
than the Paris banks for the Lake 
Shore loan announced yesterday, con- 
firmed what was known before con- 
cerning the willingness of the for- 
eign market to take up propositions 
of that kind. 

Bond Demand Is Good, 

“The demand for short-term note 
issues was strong again, and the in- 
quiry from institutions in all parts 
of the country was sufficient to show 
that several properly-secured loans 
of that character could probably be 
Placed in this market without delay, 
if the income return was at least 4% 
per cent and if the notes matured 
within three years. 

“The virtual withdrawal of several 
banks from the time-loan market, re- 
flected the tendency of these insti- 
tutions to employ in notes or short- 
term bonds, much of the money that 
the yare accustomed to lend to Wall 
street borrowers, and to mercantile 
interests at this season of the year. 

“One indication of this tendency 
was the broad buying of corporation 
notes maturing within a few months, 
The price bid for these notes was, in 
many cases, sufficienty high to en- 
abe the original purchasers to sell 
out at a good profit, and that was 
what many of them did. 

‘The money market was stagnant, 
but the continued strength of for- 
eign exchange showed that some 
large remittances were being made 
by banking interests, in connection 
with various loan operations on the 
other side. 

“The forecasts of the bank returns 
Suggested a loss of some $2,000,000 
during the week, as against an indi- 
cated decrease of $10,000,000 last 
week. 

“The fact that the banks in their 
official showing of last Saturday re- 

rted a small gain in actual cash, 
n spite of the gold exports, may 
make the cash decrease tomorrow 
meni than today’s forecasts 5suUs~- 
gest.

Chief and Board President to 
Ask Law to Fill Gaps Caused 
by Sickness. 








Estimating that 190 patrolmen on an 
average were absent from duty every 
day through sickness, recreation or 
court service, President Woerheide of 
the Police Board and Chief Young are 
planning the introduction of @ bill in 
the next Legislature for the establish- 
ment of a reserve force of from 100. to 
300 men.

Woerheide and Young held a confer- 
ence Thursday afternoon concerning 
the present frequency of robberies, and 
asserted that, whereas the Fire Depart- 
ment has been reinforced to fit the 
growth of population, the Police De- 
partment has been numerically sta- 
tionary for five years.

Financier’s Friend Tells 
Miss Cameron Disappeared 
When Visitors Came.

SHE TAKES OVER A HOME 








Says She Is in Charge at Effing- 
ton Towers and Heirs Do Not 
Molest Her.

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Feb. 16.—Miss Marga- 


ret Cameron, protege of Edwin Haw- 
charge of the 
financier’s estate at Babylon, L. IL., since 
his death. None of his heirs has tried 


tO Cispute her sway. 

After Hawley’s funeral Miss Cameron 
wenf te Effington Towers with a man 
she introduced as her counsel. Assem- 
bling the servants and workmen, she 
told them that Hawley had given her a 
deed to the place and they would take 
their orders from her in the future. 

“T want no talking,’ she said. ‘“‘Any- 
body who says anything to the newspa- 
pers will be discharged.” 

Miss Cameron then drove away. Since 
that time she has not visited the Tow- 
ers. No representative of the Hawley 
heirs has been in Babylon since Haw- 
ley’s death. Babylon folks argue that if 
Miss Cameron does not own the Towers, 
the heirs certainly would have taken 
charge there before this. 

A remarkable story of a secret stair- 
case connecting with an underground 
passageway, by means of which Miss 
Cameron was spirited away unseen 
whenever guests arrived unexpectedly to 
visit Hawley, is told by a man whois a 
power in financial circles. 

There on Unannounced Visit. 

“Il was a frequent visitor at Effington 
Towers,” said he. “On an unannounced 
visit I was ushered, by mistake, I sup- 
pose, into a room that commanded a 
view of the driveway. Mr. Hawley and 
Miss Cameron rode up and dismounted. 
The servant told Mr. Hawley I was in 
the house. 

‘“T heard them walk up the stairs to 
the porch and enter the hall. Mr. Haw- 
ley walked rapidly to the room where I 
was waiting, threw open the door wide 
and welcomed me. I looked into the 
hall. Miss Cameron had disappeared. 
She had not had time to walk down the 
long hall or up the main stairway. Small 
though the incident was, it puzzled me 
so that later I looked around on my 
own account. 
‘‘When I could find no door or pass- 
age through which the young woman 
could have left the hall, I had a creepy 
feeling. But I argued that she could 
not have vanished into air. 
“The fact is this: When Mr. Hawley 
built Effington Towers he had a secret 
staircase and an underground passage 
constructed. This staircase, the exact 
entrance to which I never found, con- 
nected with the underground passage, 
which led to the stables. 
“When he was surprised by a caller, 
Miss Cameron could disappear down the 
staircase and reach the stables. 
“Edwin Hawley was always a man of 
reserve, and, in a sense, of mystery. 
What his object was in all of that I 
do not know. But I do know that when 
he entertained business friends, Miss 
Cameron never appeared. I said to him 
one night, ‘This is a magnificent place 
you have here, Hawley. The only thing 
it lacks to make it ideal is a wife.’ 
‘“**Wife, you say!” he snorted. ‘Wife 
be damned! I wouldn’t have one if she 
were as fair as Venus and as good as 
the Virgin.’ 

Seemed Fond of Protege. 
“Mr. Hawley never mentioned Mfss 
Cameron to any of his friends and 
none of them ever felt intimate enough 
with him to be the first to broach a per- 
sonal subject. But I believe he was 
truly fond of his protege, despite his 
packing her off to New York when he 
entertained.”’ 
Two of the servants said Hawley and 
Miss Cameron ‘‘rowed something terri- 
ble at times.’’ 
“The last time Mrs. Seymour was 
here—she is Mr. Hawley’s sister—there 
was an awful quarrel,”’ said one serv- 
ant. “It happened late in the after- 
noon, when Mrs. Seymour and Miss 
Cameron were having a cup of tea. 
Those two got to quarreling about 
something, and they had it hot, too. 

“In the middle of it Mr. Hawley came 
in and Mrs. Seymour rushed up to him, 
crying, and said if he didn’t make Miss 
Cameron, leave the place she wag going 
and would never speak to him again. 
She ran up to her room and locked the 
door. 

“Mr. Hawley turned to Miss Cameron 
and said, ‘Dolly, get out. Go to town.’ 
Miss Cameron never said a word, but 
went. She told the driver on the way 
to the station that she expected she'd 
be leaving for good soon. That night 
Mrs. Seymour and Mr. Hawley had a 
quarrel and Mrs. Seymour took a train 
back to the city and hasn't been here 
since. Then Miss Cameron came back. 
“Miss Cameron never seemed to have 
any money. When she drove Mr. Haw- 
ley to the station she generally asked 
him. for some, amd when he gave her 
any it was mighty little. She even used 
to borrow 15 and % cents from the 
coachman to pay for small purchases 
at the drug store. Miss Cameron dressed 
poorly and had no jewelry except two 
diamond rings Mr. Hawley gave her at 
Christmas time two years ago.
